Follow on 
applications for spaces made after the initial allotments will be placed 
es on a standby list and issued according _to same priorities stated above. 
Individuals who do not qualify for thel ‘lot can park int | STAT 
or GPO. 


3. Reserved and general spaces are allocated to Groups in proportion 
to their share of total Building population. Current Parking Coordinators
